Neighbors 
growl over 
dog issue

GOODING - A Gooding County prose- 
cutor’s dogged pursuit of a case involving 
a waysvard springer spaniel ivas uncalled 
for, says the attorney representing the 
spaniel’s owner pro bono. 

‘\yhat frustrates me about this is 
that it’s the typical waste of the county’s 
time and money,” Twin Falls laivyer Eric 
Clark said. - • - 

He represents Gooding resident Cindy 
IVtomn. She was nearly brought to jury 
mol today on suspicion of violating the 
city’s dog-at-large ordinance by allegedly 
alloiving "Pepper,” a neutered mole, run 
loose throu^ a neighbor's yard. 

Martin, who is deaf, said her small chil- 
dren sometimes let the dog out without 
her knowing it. 

But Gooding County Deputy 
Prosecutor Lynn Miller said it didn’t 
appear that Martin had made any real 
effort to restrain the dog, despite repeat- 
ed complaints to city police by George 
,-Sahwab,who lives on the same street. 

"How do you enforce the law if there’s 
no penalty for violating it?" Miller said. 
“What about the rights of people who 
complain about loose dogs?” 

Schwab declined to comment. 
"Apparently, there’s been some bad 
blood between those neighbors,” 
Gooding Police Chief Paul Brotvn said. 
"She recently complained that he hit one 
of her kids with a broom.” 

Although Schwab admitted to police 
that he had chased the dog and a child 
out of his yard with a broom, there was 
no evidence that he hit the child, Brown 
said. 

None of Martin’s other neighbors have 
complained to police about the dog, 
Brown said. 

A citation was issued against Martin 

^ Jan. 27. She pleaded innocent to the mis- 
■ demeanor charge during a pretrial hear- 
ing March 3. 

Three more dog-at-Iarge diadons later 
were issued against'Martin in response 
to Schwab’s continued complaints, 
Brown said. 

With her mother-in-law, Martha 
Martin of Jerome, acting as an inter- 
preter, Cindy Martin said Wednesday 
that she has tried to keep Pepper off 
Schwab’s property. 

"My husband tvorks out of state, so Pm 
home alone with my four daughters. 
Sometimes the little ones open the door 
to let the doggy out without mo knowing 
It," Cindy Martin said. 

She said she needs the dog around the 
house because hdalerts her when a child 
is dying, when someone is at the door or 
when the phone rings.”’ 

She said she has put a lock on top of 
we front door to keep her younger chil- 
dren from opening JauCindy Martin said 
when she can't watOTlho dog, she tries to 
keep him tied to a pole in the front yzrd 
or a piano in the house.

WASHINGTON — President Clinton 
Wednesday nominated acting CIA 
Director Georee Tenet to become perma- 
nent head of the beleaguered agency. 

Clinton announced his choice just two 
days after his first nominee, Anthony 
Lake, withdrew from consideration, 
blaming a Senate confirmation process 
that had turned into a “polidetd dreus” 
and on atmosphere in Washington “gone 
haywire." 

Clintoa, who Tuesday expressed bitter 
disappointment with Lake’s withdrawal, 
called Tenet “dearly the best qualified 
person to move quickly into the leader- 


ship” of the CIA. 

"He brings a 
wealth of experi- 
ence and sWll to the 
challenge of lead- 
ing our intelligence 
community into the 
21st century," 
Clinton said from a 
wheelchair in the 
White House’s Red 
Room. . 

Qeoige Tenet Tenet, who stood 
...with his wife and 
son beside. Clinton, expressed gratitude 
for the nomination but sadness that he 
would not be working as Lake’s deputy. 


Then Tenet pledged to run a CIA free 
of poitisanship and prompt with deliver- 
• ing “the best, most objective intelligence 
we can provide.” 

White House offidals expect Tenet to 
have a smoother confirmation process 
than Lake did, because he has already 
been vetted and confirmed for his cur- 
rent job as deputy CIA director and 
because of the five years ho spent on 
Capitol Hill as staff director for the 
Senate Intelligence Committee — the 
body that must confirm him. He served 
on ,the National Security Council staff 
from 1993 to 1995. Tenet became the 
CIA’s deputy director in 1995 and was ' 
named acting director last December, 


replacing John Deutch. 

Asked why ho thinks Tenet will be con- 
firmed, Clinton said “because he’s well- 
known to the Senate and w^-rospccted 
by Republicans as well os Democrats." 

“So I didn’t sec any point in waiting 
around," Clinton said. “Time is — we 
need to get this done and go on.” 

If confirmed. Tenet inherits a CIA that 
has suffered a'host of setbado, including 
blown covert operations and the damage 
done by convicted CIA turncoat Aldrich 
Ames. As director, he would oversee the 
work of the CIA and 12 other U.S. spy 
agencies said to employ, about 80,000 
people and spend about S30 billion a 
year among them.

Morilyn Hemplcman said. “I 
know about sadness, I know 
about pain, Iknow how it hurts." 

“All’it takes is one person to 
moke a difference,” she said

posted in businesses such as 
McDonald’s restaurant. They are 
safe havens if you are in trouble, 
he said. 

“It's a way you can get help, 
anytime, day or night,” Reinke 
said.

And the court almost always 
has to hire two sign-language 
interpreters because they usually 
insist on working in pairs so they 
can relieve each other every half 
on hour or so, Alzan said. 

She declined to say bow much 
it typically costs to hire inter- 
preters.

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Justices hear Internet smut case 


WASHINGTON - Justice 
Antonin Scalia summed up the 
Supreme Court’s problem 
Wednesday in trying to protect 
children from indecency on the 
Internet without trampling free 
speech rights. 

“This is an area where change 
is enormous,” the most voluble of 
the justices confessed to a crowd- 
ed courtroom. “I throw away my 
computer every five years, and so 
do most people." 

The key question, Scalia said, 
was how a law — namely, the 
1996 Communications Decency 
Act — can keep up with the rapid 
and revolutionary changes in 


“Not as it’s now written,” 
responded Bruce Ennis, counsel 
for dozens of plaintiffs headed by 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union and the American Library 
Association. 

A three-judge panel in 
Philadelphia last year declared 
unconstitutional portions of the 
law that criminalk^ the display 
and communication of “patently 
offensive" and “indecent” mater- 
ial to minors. The government 
has appealed the ruling to the 


high court. 

Defending the law was Seth 
Waxman, a Justice Depanment 
lawyer who tried to apprise the 
court of the enormity of the prob- 
lem: 8,000 sites offering sexually 
explicit material, with the num- 
ber doubling every nine months. 

In effect, he said, the Internet 
offers every child with an interac- 
tive computer “a free pass into 
the equivalent of every adult 
bookstore and every adult video 
store in the country."

CAPE TOWN, South Africa

members of the Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission, 
which is investigating apanheid- 
era polidcal crimes, then joined 
the commission's chairman, for* 
mer Archbishop Desmond Tutu, 
in planting a tree in remem- 
brance of victims of those crimes. 

"What you are doing here in 
South Africa is a testament to 
what can occur when rage and 
anger arc turned to hope and 
possibility,” she said. “The worit 
of reconciliation is to acknowl- 
edge histoiy, not to forget it” 
'Dmi, who won a Nobel peace 
prize for his efforts to end 
apartheid, called Mrs. Clinton's 
mced^ with his panel a “very, 
very important symbol” in the 
attempt to settle opartheid’s 
atroddes in a fair manner. 

"There arc people who have 
not token kindly to the commis- 
sion,” Tutu said. “To have had 
people like herself come in is 
important for enhancing public 
belief in the intrinsic credibility 
of the commission.” 

During their meeting, Tutu 
said, commission members heard 
Mrs. CUmon’s views on the role 
of memorials, such as the 
Vietnam War Memorial in 
Washington, in helping a nadon 
heal its wounds. 

“It wasn’t just a courtesy 
chat," Tutu said.

Twenty states ratified within three 
fflonihs, most.without hearings. Two more 
radQcd before the end of 1971 ITtcn sec- 
ond - actually, first - thoughts began. ^ 
ERA says: ’'^ualitjr of ri^ts un&r the 
law shall not be denied or abridged .. on 
account of sex.” What would this add to 
the 14ih Amendment’s guonmicc to “any 
person" of "equal protection of the laws”? 

Suspicions grow that the ERA was ei- 
ther a constitutional rcdundancy-a “con- 
sdousness-raising” gesture, hence consti- 



tutional clutter- or it was a ticking bomb 
that could explode with unpredictable 
consequences in the hands of activist 
judges. In January 1977, Indiana became 
the 35th and lost state to ratify it As has 
been the case with all amendments sent to 
the states in this century, the ERA was 
sent with a ratification deadline, to ensure 
that the Constitution would be altered 
only if the states’ deliberations produced 
a consensus which was, in the words of a 
pertinent Supreme Court opinion, “suffi- 
ciently contemporaneous” to reflect the 
will of three-fourths of the states “at rela- 
tively the some time.” 

< The ERA'S seven-year deadline was 
generous. The first 10 amendments were 
ratified in 27 months. The average for the 
rest, with one cxccpdon, has been 19 
months. The exception, the 27th Amend- 
ment (no law increasing congressional pay 
shall take effect before an intervening 
election) was declared ratified in 1992 
when Michigan's legislature endorsed it, 
203 years after it was sent to the states 
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without a ratification dcadiinc. Congress, 
was too skittish in 1992 to chnllfngp the . 
amendment’s validity. 

The ERA is now being reintroduced ' 
without a ratification deadline. And an- 
other measure, called the “three more . 
states bill," would require Congress to ' 
ve^ the ERA as part of the Constitution 
if justthreemorestatesratifyit.The' ! 
premises of this bill ore that the ratifica- . 
don clock can never run out, and that the 
five states (Tennessee, Kentucky, Idaho,' 
South Dakota and- how delicious this was 
-Nebraska) that came to their senses and 
rescinded their ratifications had no righc 
to do so. This latter theory, according to a 
oidc of it, suggests that ratification is 
sort of sacramental aa” / 

This attempt to rig the rules - there ^ 
shall be no limit to how long a state can 
take to ratify, and no way a state can « 

change its mind even while ratification is 
still on open question - is wlmt should be 
expeaed firom ERA supporters. 

Twenty states - the 15 who never rati- 
fied it and the five who rescinded their 
roiifications— oppose the ERA, but anoth- 
er compai^ for it will be a uscf'ulftmd- ' 
raising vchidc for feminist factions. And< 
it will serve the public interest distradt- 
ing them from serious polidcs. i

In midst of war, Zairians wonder 
who’s in charge as negotiations begin 


WNSHASA, Zaire (AP) — 
Zaire’s xisually pro-government 
State radio said Wednesday the 
■prime minister had ousted, 
contradicting the regime's argu- 
ment that a parliamentary vote 
against Leon Kengo wa Dondo 
was invalid and that he remains 
in power. 

While the capital’s newspapers 
reported confusion over whether 
Kengo was still prime minister, 
the Voice of Zaire said he had 
been toppled in a no-conndence 
vote Tuesday because of “incom- 
petence” in the face of a rebel 
msurgency. 

The radio said a parliamentary 
commission would be established 
to negotiate with rebels who 
have taken over much of eastern 
Zaira in recent months and who 
declared a cease-fire Tuesday 
near eastern Zaire's main dty. 


Rebel leader Laurent Kabila 
said his troops would refrain 
from fighting around Kisangani 
for a week to allow for the return 
of those who fled during the 
rebels’ battle to win the dty. 

The rebels have been flghdng 
since September to oust 
President Mobutu Sesc Seko, 
whose 31 years of dictatorship 
has made him one of the world’s 
richest men and his country one 
of the world’s poorest They have 
agreed to stop fighting orUy if 
Mobutu meets with Kabila. 
Mobutu has refused. ' 

In Monaco, where ho is hospi- 
talized for prostate cancer, 
Mobutu continues to consider 
Kengo the premier, according to 
his son Nzanga Mobutu. The gov- 
emmwt says too few lawmaken 
p^dpated in the vote, mnlring 
it invalid under the consdeution. 


TB epidemic explodes 


BERLIN (AP) — Better treat- 
ment has stabilized the spread of 
tuberculosis worldwide for the 
first time in decades, but U.N. 
health offidols said Wednesday 
that a growing TB epidemic in 
Russia is threatening Europe. 

The global TB epidemic mis lev- 
eled off because health care 
workers are being trained to 
make sura patients tidcc the full, 
six-month course of medication, 
World Health Organization offi- 
cials said at a news conference. 

They said widespread use of 
the new “DOTS" — or Directly 
Observed Treatment, Short-— 
course — method could cut the 
number, of TB cases in half over 
the next decade, saving 10 milli on 
lives, as well as prevent the devel- 
<^mcm of drug-resistant strains. 


But the method is still not being 
used in Eastern Europe, and eo 
nomic and social upheaval in 
Russia and other former Soviet 
bloc countries since the end of 
communism bos contributed to a 
tuberculosis explosion there 
Since 1991, Russia bos seen a 
70 percent rise in TB and a 
90 percent jump in TB death 
rates, said Richard Bumgarner, 
deputy director of the WHO’s 
Global TB Program. 

Lethal drug-resistant strains 
account for 6 percent of the TB 
cases in the Baltic country of 
-Latvia,, 14 pcr^c in E^nia and 
18 percent in lithuonio, he said. 

“Make no mistake,” Bumgarner 
said. “Europe has been heading 
slowly but surely to another TB 
crisis."

JERUSALEM (AP) — Teen- 
agers threw rocks and.prisoners 
rioted in Israeli jails, but most 
Palestinians obeyed their 
leader’s call for peaceful protest 
Wednesday after Israel’s 
Supreme Court refused to blodc 
construction of a Jewish neigh- 
borhood in Arab east Jerusalem.

At another 
protest, followers of Palestinian 
leader Yosser Arafat prevented 
clashes by steering a crowd oway 
from Israeli army ^eckpoints. 

The massive unrest and vio- 
lence anticipated by Israeli intel- 
ligence did not materialize — 
even after the court ruling, and 
after yellow bulldozers started 
carving up the Jerusalem hil^de 
under the guard of dozens of 
troops.

The Nazis colled them “unwor- ' 
thy lives.” Across Europe, 75, (XX) 
people, including 5, (XX) children, 
were pronounced mentally or 
physically deficient and killed 
bcoutse they did not fit Hitler’s 
vision of a p^ect world. 

Vienna’s dty government now 
plans to get rid of a gruesome 
legacy of this policy — the brains 
of some 400 diildrcn murdered 
^ the Nazis and stored for med- 
ic^ research in a dty clinic 

The children were killed by 
injection, medical experimenta- 
tion or simply starved. Little was 
said about their murders for 
more than 50 years. 

“She’d be 54 years old this 
month,” mused Lcopoldinc 
Kamer, who was contacted by 
Vienna authorities trying to find 
the victims’ relatives. “I couldn’t 
sleep for days after learning the 
truth." 

Fear during Hitler’s rule and 
shame afterward kept discussion 
of Nazi horrors to a minimum for . 
dccadt^ A real look at Austrian' 
complidty did not begin until 
1988, when the SOth anniversary 
of Hitler’s annexation of Austria 
coincided with the furor sur- 
rounding then-President Kurt 
Waldheim and his concealed past 
as an offio^r in the German army. 

This month, Vienna urged rela- 
tives to claim the brains in radio, 

TV and newspaper ads in Ausnria 
and (Germany. By fall, those that 
remain will be buried in a memo- 
rial ^remony. 

Qty offid^ say the existence 
of the bruins — u^ for teaching 
and Nazi research on abnormali- 
ties — had been common knowl- 
edge sioM the 19B0s, when they 
were transferred to a Memorial 
Chamber at Vienna’s main psy-

“We couldn't toke a deep 
breath without being called for a 
foul," said Glenn Culp, 97. 

The Utes losL 

Culp, living in the house he 
built in 1922 in an alfalfa field 
just a couple of blocks from the 
U. campus, remembers how Los 
Angeles outscored Utah 13-5 
from the free-throw line in a 33- 
21 semifinal game. “We didn’t 
have Salt Lake referees,” he 
says. 

Culp earned his “U” letter 
alongside Milt Romney, Wilford 
Romney, Orson Wright, Merlon 
Stevenson, Clare Woodbury, 
Drew Chipman, Newman Reeves 
and Martin Harris. 

He played just one season, that 
of 1918-19. Before the next 
began, a professor was discussing 
“the mating of flies,” Culp 
recalls. 

“Now, I didn’t think that was 
right, certain words he was using 
in a mixed class of young girls 
and boys,” he said. "Hey, I was 
used to herding buck sheep and 
ewes in the summers, but there 
weren’t any girls around. I laid 
my book on the table and walked 
out." 

He never told basketball coach 
Tommy Fitzpatrick he was quit- 
ting school. “He was a team man 
all the way and he may not have 
understood,” said Culp. 

He left Utah to “get my college 
education in the Kansas City 
stockyards.” Returning to Utah 
soon afterward, he joined his 
father, Sherman, in the Culp 
Sheep Co. He worked for the 
company until he was 83, run- 
ning as many as 200,000 to 
300,000 head of sheep a year in 
11 Western states, including a 


herd above Qty Creek Canyon. 

His business seact? He point- 
ed to a plaque on his desk: “Old 
age and treachery will overcome 
youth and skill." 

The sheep business kept him 
, fit He walks easily with a cane, 
shakes hands firmly and looks 
like he just stepped out of the 
saddle. 

He lives alone and easily pass- 
es his annual physical. His doctor 
told him recently that at his age, 
he should expect to deteriorate a 
little bit. “I told him I didn’t 
know how to spell 'deteriorate,* ” 
said Culp, “and he told me get 
the hell out of his office and not 
come back for six months.” 

Culp’s wife of 67 years, Delia, 
died in 1989. One daughter, 
Martha Tonnesen, lives in Salt 
Lake Qty and another, Dorothy, 
lives in Valencia, Calif. He has 
seven grandchildren and 17 
great-grandchildren. 

Culp said he is not a wild 
sports fan, but he sometimes 
watches games on television and 
knows generally what’s going on. 

He doesn't keep close track of 
the Utes or the Jazz, however — 
"I have trouble keeping track of 
myself” — and he never watches 
BYU play. “I wouldn't turn the 
TV on, even if 1 knew they were 
on." 

He donated his 1979 Cadillac 
to the Salvation Army a few 
weeks ago. "I hated to do it, but 
do you realize whose fault it 
would be ifl had an accident?" 

His primary goals in life? One 
is to moke it to age 100 (Aug. 

17, 1999), for which he has 
made dinner reservations for his 
family at the University Park 
Hotel. The other is “living until 
2000, so I can claim I lived in 
tlu-ce different cenruries.” 

As ho said goodbye Tuesday at 
his front door, which opens to a 
view of Utah’s Rice Stadium, 
Culp turned, and, with mist in his 
blue eyes, said, “I am still a Utah 
man, sir."

The plant can produce up to 12.5 m^on 
watts of power and the company hopes 
to renew its license for another 30-35 
years. 

For the general public, a crudol port 
of the renewal process Is the company's 
plan for “protection, mitigation and 
enhancement” of Shoshone Falls' sub- 
lime charms.

Council OKs wastewater rate changes

JEROME - After months of study, the 
Jerome City Council passed an ordi- 
nance chon^ng wasictvater rates. 

But your biUs won’t ctuuigc until the 
dry’s largest supplier of wastewater has 
all its questions answered about the new 
rate structure. 

The council passed the ordinance at 
its Tuesday meeting. The city law 
reduces the chorges for each lOC^bic 
feet of wastewater used, but increases 
the fixed-fee cost per month for residen- 
tial and commercial users of the dty sys- 
tem. 

Under the ordinance^ the monthly 
wastewater and treatment service 
charge for each property owner or user, 
domestic, commercial or industriaL will 
be determined the number of cubic 
feet of water used, plus a foed adminis- 
trative fee. 

For example, if o d^ patron produces 
up to 400 cubic feet of wastewater, the 
fixed charge is S1.50 per month; for 400 
to 800 cubic feet, the rote is $2; and over 
800 cubic feet the charge is 5250. But 
dty offidols say the average residential 
customer will only see o $1 per month 
increase. 

Piously, there was no rate differen- 
tiation between residential and com- 
merdoi users. 

In action, all residential, commcri,. 
^ arid industrial users will tw clari- 
fied according to the strength of the 
solids in their wostewater. That plus vol- 
ume will determine the charge. 

The duingc was supposed to be effec- 
tive July 1. But Councilman Ralph 
Fctcis odded on amendment which stat- 
ed that the new rate schedule will not 
go into effect until questions asked by 
the Jerome Cheese Plonc arc answered. 

“The questions raised by the checte 
plant had to do with ph balances, EPA - 
requirements, and concerns about 
future users of the system. The city 
should hove no problem addressing 
those concerns by the Ju^ date,” said

“The council has a contract with the 
Jerome Cheese Plant which allows for 
an annual review of their rates,” 
Coundlman Dennis Moore said. 

In other business: 

• Jerome is starting a spring cleaning 
campaign. 

“The people in Jerome need to begin 
to think about cleaning up their proper- 
ties,” said Jerome Police Chief Jim Dahl 
told the council. 

To help with efforts, a city dump 
truck will be available free for hauling 
trash to the dump. A chopper also is 
available for mulching sticks and 
branches. City residents must call City 
Hall to schedule the truck and dioppcr. 

“I have been given the names of some 
properties that need extra attention. We 
will be contacting those property own- 
ers in the next few weeks," Ddil said. 

• A revised juvcnilc-curfcw ordi- 
nance was read for the second time, 
which is required before passage. 

The ordinance defines terms; creates 
offenses for-minprs,"parcnts;‘guardians ' 
of minors and business establishments 
violating curfew regulations; provides 
defenses and exceptions; and sets penal- 
ties and on effective date. 

• Al» receiving a second reading was 
on ordinance declaring it unlawful for 
an ablc-t»dicd person to park his or her 
vehicle in a handicapped parking space 
in the dty of Jerome, malting the prac- 
tice both a dty and smte offense.

HEYBURN - Gusty winds swept 
what started out as a controlled 
burn toward homes and a handful 
of outbuildings near the edge of 
town Wednesday afternoon.

and the local economy," she said. Aesthetic 
flows should continue through the Labor Dav 
Weekend, Ferrell added. 

“Shoshone Falls is a scenic wonder of 
national significance, and it deserves better,” 
wrote Rob Masonis, Snake River hydro rcli- 
censing coordinator for American Rivers, a 
national rivers conservation group. 

Like several others, Masonis was “disap- 
pointed” with Idaho Power’s offer of a 300<fs 
minimum flow. American Rivers and Idaho 
Rivers United, a statewide river conservation 
group, both urged a minimum summer flow of 
2300 cfs. 

The Shoshone-Bannock Tribes of Fort Hall 
said the proposed minimum flow is one-tenth 
to one-hundredth of the Snake River’s natural 
flow. The tribes noted that most of the short- 
fall is duo lo irrigation demands, but tribal 
fish and wildlife biologist David Arthaud 
added that “hydropower must provide sub- 
stantive mitigation for a portion of this loss.” 

From a water-quality standpoint, the 
absolute minimum flow should be 750 cfs, said 
Doug Howard, Twin Falls-based regional 


administrator for the Idaho Division of 
Environmental Quality. 

A local fishing club, the Magic Valley 
Flyfishers, opposes the fish stocking idea for 
several reasons. Shoshone Falls is a haven for 
trash fish and the trout that aren’t eaten by 
predators will likely be washed over the falls, 
wrote dub member Les Hazen. 

Fishing access to Shoshone Falls Reservoir 
is poor and the area is a magnet for persond 
watercraft users and water-skiers, Hazen 
wrote. The Idaho Department of Fish and 
Game and Idaho Rivers United also oppose 
the trout-stocking plan. 

After decades of making money at 
Shoshone Falls, it’s time to share the wealth, 
Hazen adds. 

“We feel the dollar figures os proposed by 
(Idaho ^tsr) are far below a realistic figure in 
comparison to revenues generated botii in tlic 
post and more importantly in tltc future,” he 
said.

training out of their own pockets, 
then volunteer for the sheriffs 
department. They help with 
inmate transportation, serve 
papers, assist jailers and help 
full-time deputies with field 
duties. 

Each reserve officer is expect- 
ed to give 10 hours each month to 
keep his or her state certification. 
Work beyond those 10 hours is 
paid at $5 on hour. 

— "As-far as I’m -concerned,” 
iheyVe resigned," Weaver said. 

He said he received a copy of a 
letter sent to county commission- 
ers which read in part, “After 
much consideration and soul 
searching, it is with deep regret 
that most of the reserves will be 
leaving the Jerome County sher- 
iffs office.” It was signed by all 
but three members of the 
Reserve Unit 

Weaver sent a letter to each 
person who signed the letter, 
accepting the resignation and 
asking that all sheriffs depart- 
ment equipment - including 
radios, badges and uniforms - be 
returned by Tuesday this week. 
As of Wednesday, no equipment 
had been returned. Weaver said. 
“We didn’t resign,” said Buz 


Chapman, a reserve officer for 
the last seven years. “We gave 
chat letter to the commissioners 
in hopes they would help us 
mediate a solution.” 

Chapman said since Weaver 
took office in January, reserve 
officers have experienced a num- 
ber of difficulties working with 
the sheriffs office. 

For example, he said, the 
reserves often provided security 
for area events in Jerome County 
-uniform. Weaver said he' would 
no longer allow that practice. 

“It’s against my policy to work 
private dances in uniform, which 
creates a tremendous liability for 
the coimty. By wearing the uniform 
it gives the appearance they are 
full-time employees, and that’s 
against my polity," Weaver said 
Weaver also expects the 
reserve deputies to schedule 
their volunteer time 28 days in 
advance. Chapman said that’s 
nearly impossible for most of the 
reservists because they all have 
full-time jobs; many are formers 
and often don’t know more thim a 
week ahead what days they 
might Iw available to woric 
Chapman said he has volun- 
teered to work with two to five 
days’ notice, but was told no. 
fri addition, he said, reservists 


are required by the state to 
attend 160 hours of training each 
year. In the past, that time has 
been considered part of the IQ 
hours’ service, but Weaver has 
^ucsi^ the 10 hours be serv^ 
in addition to training time. 

Weaver also reqitires all offi- 
cers to attend a briefing before 
beginning each shift. Weaver said 
once theyVe attended that brief- 
ing they are expected to stay the 
full eighj-hour' shift. But 
Chapman said that’s 'difficult for 
most reservists as they are only 
able to work short periods of time 
beca^of job and family respon- 
sibilities. 

“He’s being inflexible,” 
Chapman said. “We’ve tried to 
talk to him. We’re there b^usc 
we enjoy being there. The way 
things were wasn’t a problem.” 

Baldwin Camin is one of three 
reserve deputies who did not sign 
the IcQcr to county commissioners. 

He said he personally did not 
have a problem with the sheriffs 
requirements. 

“But I’m also only one of two 
dozen. I am aware of one or two 
others who because of different 
time demands were unable to put 
their time demands and the sher- 
iffs time demands into acomfort- 
• able hole,” Camin said. 


Camin said the problems are 
due largely to a tough transition 
from one administration to anoth- 
er. 

“I think the new sheriff and 
undershcriff ore working hard to 
make it a 21st-century depart- 
ment, which it needs to become,” 
he said. “There is truly a need to 
move from a very comfonable to 
a much more regulated agency, 
and when that’s done, you ^ways 
get some crossed si gnals and mis- 
understandings.” 

“I would hope the two would 
give and take and get together to 
resolve their problems,” Jerome 
, County Commissioner John 
Toolson said. “I am concerned 
about the situation. The reserves 
represent a valuable resource, 
and I would hope our sheriff 
would recognize tliaL" 

Chapman said he’s not sure 
what he’ll do if the situation isn’t 
resolved. 

Weaver said he has no plans to 
replace the reserve officers he 
believes have resigned. 

“We’re in great shape," 
Weaver said. “I have three 
remaining reserve deputies who 
seem to have no problem unend- 
ing briefing or with 10-hour 
deployments. It’s no loss to me. 
It’s a loss to them."

i Warmer weather means 
; homeless family on streets 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
!; Spring is in the air. Time to put 
: tJio homeless back out on the 
' streets again. 

For many of the city's home- 
• less, the scheduled closure of the 
Salt Lake winter overflow shelter 
; on April 30 will mean a spring- 
rime filled with extra hardship in 
■ a life that's already seen its share 
of troubles. 

Jim Hensley has been living 
with his three children — ages 7 
to 12 — at the shelter since he 
came to Utah after losing his job 
in New Mexico the day before 
Christmas. His wife and another 
child will join him soon. 

“I got a job, and Fm hoping to 
get an apartment or house some- 
where," he said. 

Of course, finding a decent 
home in Salt Lake City’s expen- 
sive housing market is no easy 
proposition, but it's a task that 
. Hensley said about 26 other fam- 
; ilics staying at the shelter will 
soon take up. 

Most of all, the experience has 
been hard on the almost 50 chil- 
dren Hensley estimated ore stay- 
ing at the shelter. 

"The shelter is a docent shel- 
ter, but it is an overflow shelter,” 
he soil “You got so many people 
piled In together into lumps. It 
builds up so much stress that 
you've got parents that wouldn't 
normally yell at their children 
yelling at them." 

As bad as staying in a home- 


less shelter must be, last winter 
would have been far worse for 
Hensley and others had commu- 
nity leaders not agreed to allow 
. the Emergency Winter Shelter to 
open for the season. Despite the 
protests of some area business- 
men who claimed the shelter 
would hurt their trade, dty lead- 
ers finally agreed to allow 
Travelers Aid Society to open the 
facility. 

The impetus for that decision 
was the death of 37>ycar-old 
Virgil Robertson of New York, 
who fro:c to death last winter 
after sleeping outdoors one 
night 

Robertson had stayed at the 
homeless shelter many rimes but 
was not on the facility’s waiting 
list at the rime of his death. 

The compromise community 
leaders reached allowed the 
area’s homeless population to 
stay warm and dry this winter, 
but Travelers Aid Society 
director Maun Alston said it is 
unclear what the shelter’s fate 
will bo during the winter of 
1997-98. 

City Council Chairwoman 
Decda Seed said she would like 
to see the city work with other 
municipalities and Salt Lake 
County to more equitably spread 
out the burden of deding with 
the area’s homeless population. 

“One of the things we've 
talked about is doing a series of 
smaller shelters," Se^ said.

Batt’s signature 
clears the way 
for ‘Cyber U’ 

BOISE (AP) — Gov. Phil Batt 
has signed legislation assuring 
that Idaho universities will be 
able to accept credits from the 
fledgling Western Governors 
University, which is expected to 
start offering dasses this fall 
The socalicd virtual universi^ 
will use the Internet, teleconfer- 
encing and other communications 
technologies to link students in 13 
western states and two Canadian 
provinces with professors offering 
a myriad of courses at private and 
public schools. 

“The beauty of the Western 
Governors University is going 
to be that we can take the very 
best offerings from each of the 
existing inscilutions and share 
them with each other throu^ 
distance learning,” Batt said 
Wednesday. 

A bill that sailed through both 
chambers of the Legislature sets 
up procedures for the state to 
accept credits from non-accredit- 
cd sources with “comparable 
quality and content” to dasses 
offered at Idaho schools. 

It indudes provisions requiring 
faculty review and recommenda- 
tion and is based on proposals 
from a state Board of Education 
committee chat worked with such 
businesses os Miaon Technology 
Inc. and U S WEST 
Communications. 

"Some of the faculty at the pre- 
sent univcnidcs were conedned, 
and I think justly so, that we 
would water down our system to 
take the quality out of it,” Batt 
said.

Failure of the local govern- 
ments to advise lawmakers of the 
potential impact would negate 
the protection, and lawmakers 
could ignore the prohibition on a 
two-thirds vote. 

“They need to at least tell us 
before we pass a bill so we can

The bill’s prospects with Gov.

governor has repeatedly 
expressed his concern about 
imposing future financial con- 
straints on the state at a time 
when its economic situation is 
less than solid. But he also has 
voiced opposition to higher levels 
of govemment forcing lower ones 
to do more with the same or less 
resources. 

Critics, claiming local govern- 
ment lobbyists already are fight- 
ing legislation because of its price 
tag, warned that what advocates 
colled a “put-up-or-shut-up stan- 
dard" would do nothing but gen- 
erate legal action every time the 
state acts on environmental, crim- 
inal or other fronts. 

“We’re asking for a lawsuit every 
rime we pass a bill,” Republican 
Rep. Mark Stubbs of Twin Falls 
warned. “It’s an unconsrituriorml 
delegation of legislative power to 


dtics and counties.” 

Sea Stan Havddns, R-Ucon, one 
of the leading supporters, conced- 
ed there has been no problem with 
unfunded state mandates to date 
and that the state has been inaeas- 
ing its financial support to local 
governments throu^ property tax 
relief and a greater share of fuel 
tax revenues. 

But he said it was a matter of 
equity since the Legislature 
imposed the 3 percent cap on 
annual increases in local govern- 
ment property tox-nnonced bud- 
gets two years ago, essentially 
stripping them of the power to 
raise cash to meet new demands. 

Only three Republican sena- 
tors opposed the bill in that 
chamber — Laird Noh of 
Kimberly, Robert Geddes of Soda

Experts: Warn children when playing with pets

Talk about a traumatic rela- 
tionship. One minute, our 6- 
month-old beagle and my Sycar- 
old daughter are happily cavort- 
- ing. The next minute, the Sycar- 
Dld is sobbing and the puppy is ' 
crouched behind the sofa trying 
to disappear into the caipcL 

Despite attempts by my hus- 
band and me to teach our chil- 
dren how to play safely with 
Coco, nips and scratches have 
been far too frequent. 

That's why it’s a relief to see 
both veterinary and human- 
health experts making concerted 
efforts to help pet owners avoid 
injuries, primarily dog bites, 
recently described in the Journal 
t)f the American Medical 
' Asodadon os “a largely unrecog- 
nized yet preventable public- 
' health problem." 

• Add “common” to that descrip- 
tion. 

About 2 percent of the popula- 
tion is bitten by a dog each year. 
As many as 675,000 cat bites 
occur annually — and up to half 
of them become infected. 

Children, because of their size 
and their curious nature, suffer 
. the most from animal bites. 

’"’About 26 percent of dog bites in 
kids require medical attention, 
compared with 12 percent in 
adults. And of the 18 or so fatali- 
ties from dog attacks each year, 
60 percent involve children 
younger than 10. According to a 
1994 JAMA article, breeds such 
as (kman shepherds and diow 
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chows arc most likely to bite.. 
Male dogs are generally more 
aggressive than females. In addi- 
tion, dogs of cither sex that 
haven’t been neutered or spayed 
ore more likely to bite. 

“Dog bites cause on incredible 
amount of carnage. 'Ihis is one of 
the top 10 causes of nonfatal 
injury," Dr. Jeffrey Sacks of the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention said in the recent 
JAMA report 

Both medical doctors and vet- 
erinarians ore quick to point out 
however, that the animal is not 
solely to blame. In many 
instances, the injury occurs 
because the pet owner doesn't 
fully understand the responsibili- 


ty that comes with ownership. 

“One of the problems we sec 
is unrealistic expectations 
among pet owners,” said 
Randall Lockwood, vice presi- 
dent for training initiatives at 
the national office of Humane 
Society. “Companion animals 
arc not little people in furry 
suits. They have their own sets 
of needs, and we need to be 
sensitive to that and cannot 
expect them to conform to what 
we want out of them. It’s like 
learning to live with other peo- 
ple." 

People, especially children, 
misread animal behavior and 
inadvertently provoke responses 
in animals that can lead to bites 


or scratches, Lockwood said. But 
children can Icam how to inter- 
act with pets and even strays, 
^kwood said, which is why he 
is endorsing a new video on ani- 
mal-bite prevention called “Dogs 
Cats 6c Kids" (Pei Love 
Pannership, 1996). 

Targeted to kids ages 5 to 12, 
the video teaches the ri^t ways 
to approach, handle and play 
with pets; how to read pets’ b^y 
language; danger signs children 
should know, and safe ways to 
interact with others' pets or 
strays. 

Other attempts ore being made 
to reach out to pet owners. TTie 
Humane Society and the U.S. 
Postal Service have designated 
June %13 as Dog Bite P^endon 
Week for the third consecutive 
year. Post offices will be wori^g 
with animal shelters to hold edu- 
cational events. 

And the American Veterinary 
Medical Association has joined 
State Fam Fire and Casualty Co. 
to provide brochures on reducing 
animal bites. 

Insurers arc concerned, 
according to a State Farm 
spokeswoman, because claims 
from dog bites have increased. 
Last year. State Farm paid out 
$70 million for bodily injury lia- 
bility claims for dog bites, com- 
pared to S3 million for all types 
of other animal injuries, indud- 
ing horses. Medical claims for 
dog bites totaled $4.28 million, 
compared to $382,779 in mescal 
claims for all other animal 
injuries.

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AIDS treatment scarce in Mexico Renowned abstract 


TIJUANA. Mexico (AP) - 
Every Thursday, Fred S<±oU fills 
an old travel bag with AIDS medi- 
cines. The pills are leftovers, no 
longer needed by patients who 
have died. 

Then he drives his battered, 
gray Mazda south across the U.S.- 
Mexico border to a clinic with one 
examining table and eight chairs 
where 240 infected Mmdeans line 
up for the AIDSsuppressing med- 
icines. 

But Scholl’s bag has become 
alarmingly light in the last year as 
more and more Americans with 
AIDS stave off death, at leas't 
temporarily, and continue cours- 
es of drugs some consider miracu- 
lous. 

“Two years ago, we had so 
much medicine that wc'wcrc 
sending it to clinics all over 
Mexico,” Scholl says, standing 
behind the drug counter of the 
only AIDS clinic in Tijuana that 
can offer medidne to combat the 
virus. “Now, Tm just barely able 
to keep up with the demaml" 
Scholl, a pharmacist by train- 
ing, now a realtor, helped estab- 
lish Clinica ACOSIDA (Alliance 
Against ATOS) 10 years ago. On 
his weekly trips to the clinic, he 
used to bring dozens of bottles of 
AZT, the most common AIDS- 
fighting drug. One recent 
evening, he carried only four bot- 
tles of partially consumed pre- 
scriptions. His sbt-montli back-up 
supply has dwindled to sue weeks’ 
worth. 

^7ond the immediate fear of 
losing patients because tliey have 
no medicine, health workers on 
both sides of the border worry 
about the worst-case possibility, 
that the deadly virus will gather 
resistance to effective treatments 
because they are interrupted or 
halted. 

John Ward, chief of HIV/AIDS 
Surveillance at the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
in Atlanta, says AIDS adapts 
swiftly to drugs, espedally if they 
arc intermittently administered. 

“Anytime you interrupt treat- 
ment, there's the concern of the 
emergence of resistance,” he 
says. “By stopping the treatment 
you give the virus a chance to 
recover. It replicates faster.” 

Hcaltli oftidals from San Diego 
County and Tijuana met in 
February. “We spoke of this 
exaa problem, but the obstacle is 
the economy,” says Nelson 
Bonilla, director of Tijuana’s only 
government-run AIDS clinit “Wo 
cannot provide these medica- 
tions." 


artist succumbs at 92 
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EAST HAMPTON. N.Y. (AP) — 
Willem de Kooning, whose swirls 
and slashes of color helped define 
abstract expresaonism and made 
him one of the 20th century’s 
greatest painters, died in his stu- 
dio Wednesday. He was 91 

De Kooning’s abstract expres- 
sionist works included traces of 
the earlier surrealist movement 
and prefigured Pop art. Along 
with Jackson Pollock, he led the 
group of artists who helped New 
York replace Paris as the center 
of the art world in the years after 
World Warn. 

“I don’t paint to live, I live to 
paint," he said in his 80s. “It’s

The drug Invlraso Is counted out at the Alliance Against AIDS clinic In Tijuana, 
Mexico, on March 13. The clinic depends on drug donations from the U.S. 


His small clinic and group ther- 
apy program has “not one peso" 
for AIDS-fighting medicine, he 
said. His patients receive free 


HIV testing, AIDS counseling and 
treatment for infections, such as 
tuberculosis and pneumonia. 

“On the border, some have 
their medicine, but they are all 
from American donations. Here," 
he says, gesturing to his small 
office, “we don’t have a choice 
because they’re not accessible. It 
is too costly." 

A month’s supply of AZT in 


northern Mexico ranges from 
SlSO to $448, putting it out of 
roach for nearly everyone, includ- 
ing the government. 

In the United States, federal 
assistance or health insurance 
picks up the pharmaceutical tab 
of most AIDS treatments. One 
month’s supply of AZT costs 
about $290. The so<alIed AIDS 
"cocktail,” a mixture of AIDS- 


fighting medications including 
the promising new protease 

inhibitors, carr run $1,200 a 

month, depending on the combi- 
natiort 

Last month, the CDC reported 
that the number of AIDS deaths 
in the United States hod fallen 
significantly for the first time 
since the epidemic began in 1981. 
Statistics from San Diego County 
reflect the nationwide figures, 
with deaths dropping from 615 in 
1995 to 362 in 1996. 

Experts say it is too early to 
link the dropoff to protease 
inhibitors because the drags were 
introduced only a year ago. But 
Scholl and Mexican health care 
providers say whatever the rea- 
sons, the good news north of the 
border may mean increasing 
tragedy to its south. 

“We’ve had people who come 
with prescriptions that we just 
can’t fill," says Jose Navarro, 
another ACOSIDA founder. “It’s 
going to be very critital for us — 
the more medication they have 
up there the less resources we'll 
have down here." 

While Mexico’s lagging AIDS 
treatment can largely be attrib- 
uted to economic drawbacks, 
patients and caretakers must aJ^ 
battle an entrenched “machiOTo" 
culture that associates AIDS with 
homosexuality and responds with 
derision or denial 


to," 

Do Kooning painted doily until 
the late 198^ even after being 
diagnosed witli Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease.

Bom in Rotterdam, he was the 
son of a wine and beer distribu- 
tor and a barmaid. They 
divorced when he was 5 and his 
father got custody, but his moth- 
er took him away by force a 

fact that critics made much of in 


WIBemde Kooning learned Eng- 
lish while 
working as a house painter and 
commcrdol artist. 

His first one-man show came in 
1948 at age 44. When his canvas 
“Excavatipn" won the major 
prize at the Art Institute of 
Chicago’s 1951 exhibition, it was 
viewed as a vindication for 
abstract expressionism, the 
movement that stresses the 
depiction of emotion through 
shapes and colors. 

In the 1950s, dc Kooning 
returned to the figure, stirring 
controversy over his abandon- 
ment of pure abstraction. He 
worked for throe years ;on 
“Woman I,” which was bought 
by the Museum of Modem Art. 

De Kooning never considered 
the work finished, or even a suc- 
cess, but it became the most fre- 
quently reproduced work of art 
of the 195(^ and other “Woman” 
paintings followed. “Flesh," de 
Kooning once said; “was the rea- 
son why oil painting was invent- 
ed." 

Time magazine art critic 
Robert Hughes, in his 1981 
book, “The Shock of the 
New,” called the “Woman" 
paintings “the most memo- 
rable images of sexual insecu- 
rity in American culture." 
Other critics saw echoes of 
childhood difficulties with his 
mother.

in a criminal complaint filed 
Tuesday with using an explosive 
to threaten a foreign official, 
internationally protected person 
and official guest of the U.S. gov- 
ernment. 

Shapiro had been jailed in lieu 
of $1 million bond since his arrest 
Feb. 24 on state charges. Those 
charges were dismissed after the 
federal charges were filed and no 
new bail was set.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Four 
channels now used by television- 
broadcasters should be reallocat- 
ed for emergency operations, 46 
House members told the Federal 
Communications Commission on 
Wednesday. 

In a letter to commission 
Chairman Reed Hundc, the law- 
makers said increasing die broad- 
cast spectrum for police, fire and 
rescue operations would save 
lives. 

“Lack of communication in a 
time of crisis results in a loss of 
response time, placing additional 
risk to the safety of both victims 
and public safety personnel," the 


lawmakers wrote. 

The 24 Republicans and 22 
Democrats want the FCC to 
reserve four channels between OT 
and 69 for exclusive use by public 
safety officials. 

The request comes as more 
commercial usen are demanding 
space on the airwaves to provide 
new services. The broadcasting 
industry has opposed similar pro- 
posals offered by President 
Clinton and by Sen. John 
Mc(^in, R-Arir, chairman of die 
Senate Commerce Committee. 

Rep. Curt Weldon, R-Pa., a for- 
mer volunteer firefighter who is 
now co-chairman of the 


Congressional Fire Services_ 
Caucus, said allocating additional 
fluencies would reduce conges- 
tion and help agencies better 
communicate with one another.’ 

“In the case of the Oklahoma 
City bombing, the ability of res- 
cue personnel to communicate 
via broadcast frequencies was 
virtually nonexistent,” Weldon 
said.

The m.'iin re.isons the bond issue 
foiled, Aikclc said, was the tax bur- 
den on local land and business 
owners and some misunderstand- 
ings in the community. 

Taxes would have increased by 
approximately $3.57 on every 
$1,000 of asses^ property value. 
Although no organized group 
stepped forward to oppose the 
bond issue, Aikclc said a woman 
from Howe was calling voters 
telling them not to vote for the 
bond as bte as Tuesday. 

The bond issue would have paid 
for a new high school and gymnasi- 
um to be housed in a 54,489- 
squarc-foot addition to the .middle 
school. The old-high school would 
have been bulldozed with the 
exception of its gym and four class- 
rooms, which an engineer said 
were struaurally sound. 

"1 don’t think it failed because 
people didn’t want it,” said 
Jennifer Haney, student body pres- 
ident at Butte County High School. 
"It failed because people said they 
can’t afford it.”

Comet puts on a show| 

Astronomers are thanking their lucky stars worldwide § 


Not eveiy generation gets the 
chance to become connoisseurs 
in something as cosmically rare 
as comets. 

UsuaUy, decades pass between 
comets that stitch lacework of 
light across the sky. The Great 
Comet of 1811, you may or may 
not know, was not followed by 
the Great Comet of 1812. 

But even before Comet 
Hyakutake’s primordial dust has 
settled after its flyby last year, 
Comet Hale-Bopp is whipping 
toward the sun and ascendidg in 
the evening sky to the northwest. 
And it is inviting the discerning 
viewer to savor the sometimes 
subtle differences between 
comets. 

Last spring, Hyokutake came 
out of nowhere and sketched a 
long but delicote arc of light 
across dark skies. 

In 1986, Halley’s Comet had 
been a study In nuance — barely 
visible but so reassuring in its 
predictability. 

And now comes Hale-Bopp, a 
whopping chunk of ice and cos- 
mic ^t, already luminous in the 
evening sky and still weeks ihort 
of its peak farighmess. 

Nobody knows how great this 
comet w^ be. Astronomers like 
to say that comeu are like cats: 
Both have tails and do as they 
please. 

But skywatchers believe they 
have seen enough already to 
assure them that it will outshine 
Hyakutake and dazzle anyone 
willing to break his gaze on the 
mundane, turn toward the 
evening sl^ and concentrate on 
infinity. 

Hale-Bopp has already shown 
that it wlU be an urban comet. 
Hyakutake, a country comet, had 
its lovely, dcDcatc tidl scrubbed 
away by city lights. Although 
Hale-Bopp will be best viewed in 
a dark sky, people are already 
spying it from cities across the 
nation. 

And it is a convenient comet, 
keeping more regular hours than 


some drag-you-out-of-bed comets 
of the past. 

Last week, Hale-Bopp began 
appearing in the northwest sky 
right oiler dinnertime, looking a 
Uctle like the lights of a ghostly 
jumbo jet, frozen in place as it 
descended through mist into 
O'Hare Internationa Airport 

These early sightings reveal 
that Hale-Bopp has a rather 
chunky profile, compared \rith 
Hyakumke’s slender one. 

"It’s almost like (they're) the 
Laurel and Hardy of comets," 


said Douglas Duncan, aig. 
astronomer at Chicago's Adle| 2 ^ 
Planetarium and the Univei^t^ 
of Chicago. “Hyakutake is lik4i 
Stan Laurel, and Hale-Bopp ijl 
like Oliver Hardy.” 

Phyllis Pitluga, an astronome^ 
at Adler, fmds that the head, oC 
“coma," of the comet is olreadii 
bri^ter than Hj^take. 

“The head is like a foggy-loolg^ 
ing star, and the tail is fair& 
fQSSy» uhnost granular, as if yofe 
are seeing the trail of dust,*: 
Pitluga said. ■*

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Which major is most in demand? 

Employers favor liberal aits degrees - even for many technical jobs

Who’s in more demand in the labor 
market — business or liberal arts gradu- 
ates? 

plough there’s much debate on the 
subject, one expert says, “Liberal arts 
majors arc finding liberal oppominitics 
in the job market. More employers are 
interested ... even for jobs of a technical 
natiu-e." 

So says Sylvia Howell, coordinator for 
placement for the school of liberal arts 
at Purdue University in West Lafayette, 
Ind. Howell also reports that the visits to 
I^due’s campus by employers in search 
of Lbcral arts majors increased 35 per-' 
cent over two years ago. 

Meanwhile, not so far away in East 
Lansing, Mich., L. Patrick Scheett, 
director of Michigan State University’s 
collc^atc employment research insti- 
tute, lists the most wanted academic 
majors. 

Scheetz says there is “high" demand 
for new graduates with majors in com- 
puter and information sciences, engi- 
neering, business management and 
administrative services, health profes- 
sions and related sdencos, the physical 
sciences and science technologies, and 
transportation and materials moving 
degrees. 

These majors encompass both busi- 
ness and liberal arts graduates, so which 
is better on your resume remains a 
tossup. 

“It must be understood that the 
techie’s persona is as diversified as the 
end-user’s,” a network administrator 


says in r«ponse to my column on how to 
communicate with computer technicians 
to get projects done or your PC working 
again. “We also come in all shapes, sizes 
and packages." 

She suKests: “If the user can provide 
the details of the problem, then the 
detective (techie) can solve it that much 
faster. You have to understand that 
there is a reason we need all this infor- 
mation; we're not just trying to be diffi- 
cult" 

Temporary employees, or project 
junkies, as I call the trend toward con- 
tingency rather than full-time employ- 
ment, w so important that companies 
arc taking a closer look at now “hires." 

Almost 50 percent of U.S. employers 
now interview potential temps for long- 
tenn assignments, rather than leaving it 
soldy to staffing agencies, according to 
^bbie Pond-Heidc, president for North 
America for Adia Personnel Services. 

Quoted in Human Resource 
Management News, Pond-Heidc 
observes that “it is not uncommon for 
large companies to meet with as many 
as three candidates for on assignment- 
Uiat is expected to last two months or 
longer." Which means that some tempo- 
rary employees now go through the 
same hirmg process as full-time employ- 
ee — minus benefits, vacations, promo- 
tions and salao^ increases. 

“Your column on open book manage- 
ment (sharing all details of the company 
with employees) really hit home with 
me," a plant manager says. “I believe it 
is now time to share more information 
with employees.” 


His plant needs "many changes in its 
mployce culture,’’ and he intends to try 
it. Open book managcmcni, he says, "is 
a timely subject that business will be 
exploring more in the near future.” 

I openly hope so.

Everyone knows that the notion’s top 
CEOs earn annual salaries In the mil- 
lions of dollars. Now let’s take a look at 
the other end of the scale; the supiKirt ■ 
staff. 

According to the 1997 salaiy guide of 
OfficeTcam, the administrative secre- 
tary will cam from SI8,7SO to $33,000 
annually; executive scCTciaty. $27,000 to 
$42,750; and office manager, $22,750 to 
$40,000. 

That’s the relatively good news. 
Really low salaries will continue to go to 
the clerk typist at $14,750 to $19,000 a 
year; data entry operator. $14,750 to 
S16,S00; and customer service represen- 
tative. $16,500 to $22,000.

Little sign of inflation 
from Febmary numbers 
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WASHINGTON — Consumer prices in- 
creased a moderate 0.3 percent in February 
with little sign of inflation except for typically 
volatile item^ such as vegetables and natural 
gas. 

The seasonally adjusted rise in the 
(^nsumcr Price Index, reported by tJie Labor 
Department today, was a notch higher than 
many economists anticipated. However, so- 
called core prices — excluding fuel and energy 
— rose a more modest 0.2 percent. 

For the year so far, ovei^ inflation was run- 
ning at a 2.3 percent annual rate, compared 
with 3.3 percent for all of last year. , 

The report reinforces economists’ belief that 
inflation isn’t a problem despite strong eco- 
nomic growth and tight labor markets. 
Analysts said it did not add pressure on 
Federal Reserve policy-makers to raise short- 
term mtorest rates at their March 25 meeting.

The weakness spilled over to 
the rest of the market, which 
remains bedeviled by uncertainty 
over the strength of the economy, 
whether inflation is about to 
spike higher and the prospects 
for a Federal Reserve interest 
rate increase. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average and broad stock indexes 
managed to rebound smartly 
from the lows, however. 



Computer-related stocks, which 
have been in the vanguard of the 
stock market's two-year rally, 
have been in a downtrend since 
late January.

We hit Musoma, a diy on the eastern 
shore of Lake Victoria near the Kenyan 
border, after a four-hour drive, whi^ I 
tack onto the 36 hours of flying time it 
wok to even get to this continent, thus giv- 
ing me inspiration for the first of the new 
rules. 

Musoma looks and smells stispidously • 
like a fishing village, and I say so, testily, 
DARING them to deny it.

Snarling and hissing with an intimidat- 
ing display of teeth, the badger dares all 
- large and small - to tangle. 

Historically, its fur was prized for 
mal^g shaving brushes, but these days, 
fly tiers may be the only ones interested 
in their unusual fur. Badgers are rln5Tf.f l 
as a furbearer in Idaho and the season 
runs all year. 

^dgers are the only predators in the 
United States that excavate their own 
home. Their burrows can be up to 30 
feet long. 

One of the most distinctive members 
of the weasel family, the badger’s 
sodped black-and-white face, long front 
daws and scuttling gait make it easy to 
identify in the field. Large ones can 
weigh more than 20 pounds and they 
have few natural predators. 

Badgers proy on a wide variety of ani- 
mals, induding ground squirrels, pocket 
gophers, mice, rock chucks, cottontail 
rabbits, skunks, and even rattlesnakes. 
They are champion diggers that can kill 
several victims at a time, then bury 
what they don’t eat for future reference. 

Freshly killed meat is preferred, but 
camon is acceptable; eggs also are OK 
With its appetite for varmints. Old 
Snarly is an asset to farmers and ranch- 
ers - but h^ burrows can pose a prob- 
lem for irrigation systems and unwary 
horsemen. 

Badgers can do a quick disappearing 
act when confronted. Using all four feci, 
they dig with demonic intensity and 
fling dirt in all directions. After a few 
seconds, they are safely underground 
with ^e hole plugged behind them. 

Badgers “hole up” for most of the win- 
ter because a good share of their prey 
hibernates under frozen ground. Even 
so, hungiy ones can emerge at any time 
to snack on cottontails or skunks hiding 
m a readily accessible hole. 

Old Snarly has been seen in the low- 
®st deserts to the high mountains of 
Idaho. They are common wherever prey 
populations arc strong. 
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They breed in the fall, but there is a 
delayed implantation period and the 
fertilized egg does not attach to the 
uterus until late winter. This allows the 
young to be born in the spring, when 
food is most readily available. 

Blind and Kbipless, baby badgers 
open their eyes about five weeks after 
birth and soon join their mothers for 
hunting trips. They are basically solitary 
OMturcs and adult moles only associate 
with females during the breeding sea- 


Mike Todd, from the Idaho 
Depamnont of Fish and Gome office in 
Jerome, did his master’s degree study 


on badgers in the Magic Valley. One of 
his most interesting findings was the 
tremendous dispersal distance for 
young badgers in the fall. 

Todd tagged a young male badger 
near Hollister in July and it was killed 
by a rancher west of Fairfield in 
October. As the crow flies, it had trav- 
cUod 67 miles in four months - crossing 
the Snake River, lntcrstatc-84, and 
numerous man-made obstacles cn route. 
Quite a trip for a shon-lcggcd waddlcrl 

Todd also found that people with guns 
arc the number one cause of badger 
mortality, with highway kills probably 
rank second. 


Nearly everyone who has scen a bad- 
ger htu a story to tell. 

^Vhile driving on a gravel road near 
Staitiey, I <^e to a sliding halt to avoid 
tutting a big badger crossing the road. 
He looked up at my 16-inch tiro and 
attacked it viciously - then continued 
waddling across the road as if to say, ‘T 
whipped that sucker, so I can go on my 
way.” 

Another encounter occurred near No 
Business Lookout, at the 7,000-foot 
mark above Cascade Reservoir. I was 
hunting blue grouse with my 8-month- 
old lab when a terrible ruckus occurred

TWIN FALLS - Local game wardens 
have cited two men in connection with 
cho illegal shooting of a deer in the 
Devil's Corral area on March 9. 

Michael Stewart, 35, of Jerome and 
Todd A. Barker, 29, of Twin Falls 
were cited for taking a deer during a 
closed season. The citations have 
been filed in Jerome County 
Magistrate Court. 

If convicted, the men face fines of 
$200 CO $1,000 apiece, plus mandatory 
dvil penalties of $200 each to atone for 
the loss of the deer, plus a mandatory 
loss of hunting privileges for one year. 
Jail terms of up to six months also are 
possible. 

According to the Idaho Department of 
Fish and Game, Stewart confessed to 
killing the adult mule deer with a .22- 
caller rifle. The doe, which was accom- 
panied.by a year-old fatvn, was shot and 
left to rot. 


“It was a blatant shoot-tlio-mama on a 
Sunday, then walk away,” said Don 
Stacker, a Jeromc-based conservation 
officer tvith Fish and Game. “TJie fawn 
wouldn’t leave when I was salvaging the 
mom.” 

The youngster Is likely to survive 
because it was eating grass, Stacker 
added. 

Stewart and Barker weren’t the 
only people in the Devil’s Corral area 
on March 9 and witnesses got a good 
description of Barker’s orange Dodge 
pickup truck. Fish and Game shared 
the description with local media and 
asked for help to locate the owner of 
the truck. 

The Tirncs-Ncws carried a short 
account of the poadiing incident on the 
cover of its March 13 Outdoors section. 
Fish and Game was swamped with 
phone calls that day and Siuckcr cited 
the pair on March 14. 

Neither Stewart, not Barker could be 
reached for comment Tuesday or 
Wednesday.

at gyms, colleges and even chutes. 

The siren call is simply getting in 
touch with yourself. 

"It’s absolutely just you,” said Sarah 
Pinney of Corvallis, who uses a staic-of- 
ih^art climbing gym at Oregon State 
University. 

“You totally try yourself and see how 
far you can push yourself. The harder it 
is, the more acromplishment you have.” 
Indoor climbing used to simply serve 
os off-time training for serious mountain 
climbers, said David Douglass, a 
Willamette University teacher who has 
been climbing for 20 years. 

But indoor climbing since has become 
“a sport in its own right,” Douglass said. 
“There are international competitions.” 
The commercial development of the 
indoor gym has democratized the sport, 
which is considered to be accessible to 
all ages and types of people — male and 
female, young and old, large and ^all 
and those with hearing, vision and other 
physical impairments. 

In Oregon, commercial indoor climb- 
ii^ facilities have appeared in Portland, 
Tigard and Bcavenon, as well as at col- 


••aa uuc ui uic uuvonceu cumoing 
facilities in the Northwest, and 
Willamette University and New Hope 
Foursquare Church in Salem also hove 


“I grew up climbing in a more tradi- 
tional sense,” said Douglass, 35. “I 
learned on rock.” 

But the Salem area doesn’t have many 
large rocks, which is why Douglass 
joined with another faculty member 
four years ago to propose the indoor 
climbing wall 

The 50-foot-tall wall, built four years 
ago in Sparks Center by faculty and stu- ' 
dents, offers everything from overhangs 
to a crack wall and four different routes' 
to the top. 

Oregon State has one of the more 
elaborate facilities in the Northwest, 
mth 4,000 square feet of climbing space 
— elevated walls, overhangs,' a Niulder 
wall, low angle wtills and a crack wall. 

“It has everything,” Pinney said “It's 
state of the art.” 

New Hope Foursquare Church in 
Salem built its climbing wall building, 
which also encompasses a gym, four 
years ago in an effort to draw young 
people. 

The church recently added to the 
dimbing facilities, tvith more changes 
on the way, said youth pastor Matt 
Fawcett.

A few 
took dogs, including some well- 
manicured poodles. Some collect- 
ed rock s^ples along the tvay. 

On this day, Anderson led 
about ISO people on a hike to the 
Back Door Mine in the Beaver 
0am Mountains, with a side trip 
to an ancient American Indian 
rock-an site featuring a painting 
of a desen tortoise. 

He started the Itiking program 
about 15 years ago when his wife 
and children became weary of Ids 
walks. St. George Leisure 
Services, Dixie College and the 
Washington County School Board 
sponsor the walks and lectures. * 
The hikes arc held almost 
every Saturday from September 
undlMay. 

Anderson, who is the 
Washington County medical 
examiner and a hematologist 
when he isn't giving lectures 
about history or hikes, donates 
his time. He said he has spent up 
to S10,000 a year leading the pro- 
grams. He yi^ hike on Saturday 
morning arid then give a lecture 
on another subject in the 
evenings. 

During the winter, when 
Seniors flock to St. George to 
, enjoy the warm climate, he also 
gives weekni^t lectures at area 
recreation-vehicle parks. 

"My motivation comes from 
enjoying people and showing 
them the country," Anderson 
said. “This is more ilian a hobby. 

It’s a total passion." 

Though more young people are 
joining the weeUy liikes, seniors 
make up the majority of the Idk- 
ers. The hikes offer many seniors 
a chance to exercise and social- 
ize. At least three marriages have 
been made between seniors who 
met ono • another - during - 
Anderson’s hikes. 

“Seniors need organized out- 
ings to get them moving,” 
Anderson said. “Wc encourage 
them to always tvalk, even if it’s 
only five feet.”

Nola Sf3W(ci^n Ogden area 
resident who spends her winters 
in St. George, walks three miles 
every day. She said she joins 
Anderson’s liikes because they 
allow her to learn about new 
areas. She also enjoys his histori- 
cal lectures. 

“I love the lectures he gives on 
history," said Andy Anderson, a 
former Salt Lake City teacher 
who retired in St. George. "He’ll 
stop and tell you what happened 
m a spot or discuss the flora and 
fauna. He keeps things olive." 

Environmentalists worry that 
the large St. George hiking 
^ups, which sometimes number 
in the hundreds, might damage 
the environment. Anderson’s 


group quit going into Zion 
National Park long ago due to 
group-size limits of 12. Most of 
the hikes take place on Bureau of 
Land Management property or 
, private lands where Anderson 
has gained permission to walk. 

He tries to solve the problem 
by organizing his hikes mostly on 
the numerous dirt roads found 
around St. George. Panicipants 
park on the side and then mostly 
walk along the roadway. 

But retired Salt Lake City resi- - 
dent Bob Blair said many serious 
hikers get ideas by hiking with 
Anderson and then leave the 
larger group. 

“The beauty of this area is that 
there arc so many hikes avail- 
able," said Blair. “People get 
started with Bon, like hiking, and 
go out on their own." 

Anderson said ho continues to 
find new places to hike and new 
stories to tell.

Survivalist teaches others simplicity of life in wild 


PRESCOTT, Ariz. (AP) — It’s a 
pleasant, breezy day — rather 
cool for a Phoenix resident, even 
with long sleeves. The skiff of 
snow on surrounding mountains 
is a reminder that this isn’t the 
lower desert 

Cody Lundin is waiting along a 
rather remote dty road. His warm 
grin tvarms you. His nose ting and 
long blond bniids give you o liint 
he's not your average guy. 

Tlicrc’s more. He is dressed in 
a T-shirt, knit shorts and wears no 
shoes. His feet are deeply cal- 
lused, a sign that this is not 
unusud garb for liim. 

“If Tm walking in chollu (cactus), 
lots of snow or if I’m sick is the only 
; timeIwcarshoes,”hesaid. 

You believe that. Having never 
walked barefoot in the snow or 
on rocks when you’re ill, you can 
relate anyway. Having walked 
through choUa cactus, die great- 
est assassin in the desert, you 
know he’s not so unusual. 

Lundin is a survivalist. He’s not 
one of those guys dressed in cam- 
ouflage clothing and carrying a 
gun who believes he has to Idll 
his way to survival. He has more 
of a gende approach. 

Lundin doesn’t talk about his 
spiritual beliefs, but he definitely 
believes in blending with his 
environment. He speaks easily 
and directly, with a good bit of 
' humor. 

Tlicn he takes you to his office, 
It’s a lung-challenger. The rocks 
on the steep path don’t seem to 


bother his feet. You walk up 
behind o nice home, then up to a 
yurt, a round structure made of 
mombranc-like material and a 
roof with 0 plasdc skylight Even 
Lundin is breathing hard. 

Lundin, 29, founded the 
’ Aboriginal Living Skills School 
about six years ago. He dresses 
the way he does because it’s part 
of his work garb. Ho also ^Ueves 
that the less he wears, the more 
his body changes its metabolism 
to adjust. 

Everything is^imple. He said 
his diet consists mostly of four 
cans of tuna a day, bagels and 
beans. That’s when he’s domesti- 
cated. In the fvild, he con subsist 
on any number of plants. He al» 
can trap and catch fish with his 
hands. 

He con start d fire in a hurry 
with a yucca fire board and a 
seep willow drill and build shel- 
ter w'th whatever is available. 

He teaches these skills in pln«ay>s 
and seminars, but he also takes stu- 
dents from all over the country into 
the wilds for hands-on training. 
These forays last anytvhere from a 
weekend to nine days. 

It’s a chance to leam the art of 
primitive living. But he also 
teaches survival, which is an 
entirely different matter. 

“Learning the most primitive 
skills and living is a way of life,” 
Lundin said. “You’re at home. A, 
survival situation is a different I 
thing. You want to get out of it as' I 
soon os possible, or you’re going I 


to die. 

“When I teach survival classes, 
someone always wants to know 
right away when they’ll learn 
how to make moccasins. Tliat’s a 
long way from the buU’$<ye. Tlje 
things you need arc shelter, 
tvatcr, fire and food. You nc^ to 
get out of there. The bull’s-eye of 
life is staying alive, not making 
moccasins.” 

Lundin can’t remember when 
he wasn't interested in the out- 
doors. 

“When I was in kindergarten, I 
found a rock chat looked some- 
thing like an arrowhead,” he 
said. “I made Dad take it and 
grind it into shape.” 

He aedits his mother. Sharon, 
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who lives in nearby aiino VaUey, 
for having the greatest influence 
on his passion for the outdoors.

“It's a wash,” became the 
familiar refrain on our hike 
through the Fiery Furnace, a 
spectacular area of Arches 
National Park in Utah, as we 
tried to pick our way througli the 
delicate desert environment.

^yc were looking for a loop' 
trail a ranger had described. 
Mo.st of us already knew about 
cryptobiotic soil and the incredi- 
bly fragile desert ecosystem, but 
dutifully watched the short edu- 
cational video — required along 
\yith a permit for Fiery Furnace 
hikers. The video instructed us to 
walk in washes or on rocks and 
not on “social traihs," unofficial 
trails people make that degrade 
the whole area and damage the 
delicate roots of desert plants 
struggling to grow in thi.s harsh, 
dry environment. 

"Cryptobiotic” describes the 
organisms tliat stabilize the sand, 
hold moisture and add nutrients. 
This soil-crust take.s from 50 to 
250 years to form and is 
destroyed by a footstep. Even 
sand dunes contain cryptobiotic 
organisms, so people should stay 
off tJiem as well. 

Our group-of about a dozen 
middle-aged folks — half Ph.D. 
scientists and half various profes- 
sionals including an M.D., nurse, 
teacher, artist and environmental 
journalist (me) — couldn’t have 
been a more responsible and 
environmentally conscientious 
one. Most of us were also experi- 
enced back-country hikers in 
both desert and mountain envi- 
ronments. 

For the first 100 yards or so, 
the main trail was obvious, but 
then petered out into a confusing 
web of "social trails.” There were 
no signs or markers of any kind, 
so, we carefully began walking 


the wa.shes and picking our way 
over rocks, hoping to find the 
trail. But it became more and 
more difficult as the washes 
dead-ended at rock wails or dis- 
appeared under piles of enor- 
mous boulders. We kept back- 
tracking to avoid stepping on the 
soil. At first it was a fun game, 
but soon became very frustrat- 
ing. At one rock-pile dead end. 
we crawled through crevices, 
jumped from rock to rock and - 
skirted icy routes between rocJts. 
We slithered into a boulder- 
enclosed “room” with a sandy 
floor, which we weren’t sure 
about walking upon either. At 
this point, ‘it’s a wash," 
described the whole hike. 

After emerging though various 
holes we lunched on the rocks 
and contmued our search for the 
loop trail. We ended up on top of 
a steep rock rib with nowhere 
el.so to go without stepping on die 
cryptobiotic soil or dunes — 
wliich we refused to do. 

We weren’t the only frustrated 
Wkere. Two young women tram- 
pling a sand dune said they had 
been lost for trvo hours and were 
just trying to find their way back. 
Another couple scaled a danger- 
ous-looking rock ledge. 

Earlier, some of our group, 
overcome by environment^ guilt 
and frustration, had headed back 
to the parking lot. On their way 
they accidentally found the trail 
when they spotted some people 
on a ledge. Tliey followed it and 
described it when we all finally 
rendezvoused. But a day later 
when they took some of us back, 
they nearly missed it. 

It turned out that we had such 
a hard time because, “There is no 
trail.” says Diane Allen, Arches’ 
chief of interpretation. The loop 
the other ranger had told us 
about is very obscure. It’s not 
marked, she says, for safety and 
legality reasons. This area is 
rougher and more dangerous 
than others in the park and as a 
marked trail would legally 
require things like hand rails, 
fences, signs and steps chipped 
into rocks. /Uso, this is one of the 
few areas in the park, she says, 
where people can explore on 
their own and have more of a 
back<ountiy o.xpcrience. 


Boy rescued from hole at Arches 


MOAB, Utah (AP) — An 8- 
year-old boy trapped in a hole 
atop a sandstone ridge at Arches 
National Park signaled his posi- 
tion by tossing up his sand-filled 
socks and shoes. 

National Park Service rangers 
rescued the boy, whose name was 
not released, at about 9 p.m. ' 
Monday after he had spent three 
hours stuck in a narrow, 8-foot- 
deep hole near Devils Garden 
Campground. He was unhurt. 

“He had dimbed up on one of 
the big (sandstone) fins, about 60 
feet tall, right near the camp- 
ground, and saw this really cool 
pothole about the size of a man- 
hole cover that had- formed on 
the exposed edge of the fin," said 
Arches Chief Ranger Jim 
Webster. He was quoted by Tlie

“He got to the edge of the pot- 
hole, looked in and decided to 
jump in and dieck it out.

Bonneville team readies to flood salt flats 

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 

Scientists will begin saturating 
the Bonneville Salt Flats this 
WMk tvith thousands of gallons of 
brine in an effort to restore its 
thinning white salt crust. - 

The brine is a mucture of water 
and sodium chloride that will be 
pumped onto the flats in the hope 
summer evaporation will leave 
behind a thicker coating of salt. 

The experimental “salt lay 
down" project culminates years 
of studies and controversy over 
how to save the Bonneville Salt 
Flats, located about 130 miles 
west of Salt Lake City. 

“If we don’t do anything, it's 
quite possible that eventually the

chance to learn the operating 
parameters of this system before 
we go into a full pumping sea- 
■ son,” Allard said. 

During the next four years, 
Reilly will operate the brine- 
pumping system from October 
into April at an annual mainte- 
nance cost of S50.000. The brine- 
pumping system will deposit 1.5 
million ions of salt over ilic flats. 

When the water evaporates, 
scientists estimate four-tenths of 
an inch of new salt crust will 
remain. 


Survivalist teaches others simplicity of life in wild 


PRESCOTT, Ariz. (AP) - It’s a 
pleasant, breezy day — rather 
ccwl for a Phoenix resident, even 
with long sleeves. The skiff of 
snow on surrounding mountains 
is a reminder that this isn’t the 
lower desert. 

Cody Lundin is waiting along a 
rather remote dty road. His warm 
grin warms you. His nose ring and 
long blond braids give you a hint 
he’s not your average guy. 

There’s more. He is dressed in 
a T-shirt, knit shorts and wears no 
shoes. His feet are deeply cal- 
lused, a sign that this is not 
unusual garb for him. 

“If Pm ts-alJd^ in choUa (cactus), 
lots of snmv or if Pm sick is the only 
j umeIwearslioes,”hesaid. 

You believe that. Having never 
walked barefoot in the snow or 
on rocks when you’re ill, you can 
relate anyway. Having walked 
tluough choUa cactus, the great- 
est assassin in the desert, you 
know he’s not so unusual. 

Lundin is a survivalisL He’s not 
one of those guys dressed in cam- 
ouflage clothing and carrying a 
gim who believes he has to kill 
his way to survival He has more 
of a gentle approach. 

Lundin doesn’t talk about his 
spiritual beliefs, but he definitely 
believes in blending with his •• 
environment. He speaks easily 
and directly, with a good -bit of -- 
humor. ; 

Then he takes you to his office.

MOAB, Utah (AP) — An 8- 
year-old boy trapped in a hole 
atop a sandstone ridge at Ardies 
National Park signaled his posi- 
tion by tossing up ids sand-filled 
socks and shoes. 

National Park Service rangers 
rescued the boy, whose name was 
not released, at aboui-9-p.m. 
Monday after he had spent three 
hours stuck in a narrow, 8-foot- 
deep hole near Devils Garden 
Campground. He was unhun. 

"He had climbed up on one of 
the big (sandstone) fins, about GO 
feet tall, right near the camp- 
ground, and saw this really cool 
pothole about the size of a man- 
hole cover that had formed on 
the exposed edge of the fin,” said 
Arches Chief Ranger Jim 
Webster. He was quoted by The 
Salt Lake Tribune. 

“He got to the edge of the pot- 
hole, looked in and decided to 
jump in and check it out. Then he 


realized because of the sheer 
walls, he couldn’t climb back 
out,” Webster said. 

“/Uicr nobody responded to his 
yelling, he filled his shoes and 
socks with sand and began throw- 
ing them into the air, hoping 
somebody might notice,” said 
-RangerKaryl Yeston; one of the"' 
rescue team. 
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bother his feet. You walk up 
behind a nice home, then up to a 
yurt, a round structure made of 
mcmbranc-likc material and a 
roof with a plastic skylight. Even 
Lundin is breathing hard. 

Lundin, 29, founded the 
Aboriginal Living Skills School 
about six years ago. He dresses 
the way he docs because it’s part 
of his ^vork garb. He also believes 
that the less he wears, the more 
his body changes its metabolism 
to adjust. 

Everything is simple. He said 
his diet consists mostly of four 
cans of tuna a day, bagels and 
beans. That’s when he’s domesti- 
cated. In the wild, he can subsist 
on any number of plants. He also 
can trap and catcli fish with his 
hands. 

He can start a fire in a hurry 
with a yucca fire board and a 
seep willow drill and build shel- 
ter with whatever is available. 

He teaches these skills in ri.nW<; 
and seminars, but he also takes stu- 
dents from all over the country into 
the wilds for hands-on training. 
These forays Inst anywhere from a 
weekend to nine days. 

It’s a chance to Icam the art of : 
primitive living. But he also : 
teaches survival, which is an 
entirely different matter. 

“Learning the most primitive 
skills and living is a way of Ufe," 
Lundin said. “You’re at home. A 
survival situation is a different 
thing' You want to get out of it as' 
soon as possible, or you’re going 


to die. 

. "When I teach survival classes, 
someone ahvays wants to know 
right away when they’ll learn 
how to midce moccasins. That’s a 
long way from the bull’$<ye. The 
things you need are shelter, 
water, fire and food. You nc^ to 
get out of there. Ti>e buU’s-cyc of 
life is staying alive, not making 
moccasins." 

Lundin can’t remember when 
he wasn’t interested in the out- 
doors. 

"When I was in kindergarten, I 
found a rock that looked some- 
thing like an arrowhead,” he 
said. “I made Dad take it and 
grind it into shape." 

He credits lus mother, Sharon,
